It  was  a healthy  year  in  ^hard  and  little  infectious  disease  occurred 

When  I came  to  Chard  the  Council  were  in  considerable  difficulty  at 
the  sewage  works  and  eventually  a new  works  was  constructed  which  I hhped  | 
would  solve  our  problems  for  many  years.  This  year  I have  to  report  that 
an  extension  to  those  new  works  has  been  completed  and  on  this  occasion 
the  Somerset  River  Authority  have  demanded  a much  higher  standard  of 
effluent  which  is  costly  and  difficult  to  attain, 

following  the  report  of  the  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Collection,  the 
Public  Health  Committee  initiated  a pilot  scheme  in  certain  parts  of  the 
town  and  I will  be  reporting  subsequently  on  the  result. 

The  increasing  legislation  necessitated  additional  staff  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  agreement  had  been  reached  with  Ilminster  Urban  District 
to  make  a joint  appointment  of  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector,

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

Pop^ation  The  Registrar  G-eneral  gives  the  estimated  mid-year  population  for 
1967  as  ^,910.  The  population  density  is  six  per  acre,  The  rateable  value  is 
£264^651  and  the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  £1,030.  All  these  figures  show  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year. 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  I967  was  18«4|  as  compared  with  the 
national  figure  of  17«2  per  thousand  population,  Tj^gre  were  eleven  illegitimate 
births  which  means  that  one  in  every  ten  children  born  in  the  Borough  during  19^7 
had  no  legal  father.  | 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  9o9  compared  with  the  I 

national  figure  of  11.2  per  thousand  population.  The  detailed  causes  of  death  are  I 
given  in  Appendix  A,  Table  3 and  reference  to  this  table  shows  that  heart  disease  | 

once  again  tops  the  list  of  causes  of  death,  being  responsible  for  forty.  The  | 

tremendous  amount  of  research  into  heart  disease  is  evidenced  by  the  spate  of  heart  ( 

transplant  operations  which  followed  the  original  one  carried  out  in  South  Africa,  > 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  lives  lost  due  to  motor  accidents,  the  j 

Minister  of  Transport  introduced  legislation  in  October  to  control  the  amount  of  | 

alcohol  a driver  is  permitted  to  consume.  So  far  the  figures  seem  to  show  that  the  ^ 

Act  is  having  the  desired  effect.  Another  contributory  factor  to  the  motor  accidents  | 
which  does  not  seem  to  be  considered  seriously  enough  is  eyesight.  It  seems  now  that 
driving  licences  are  issued  for  a three-year  period  that  the  application  should  be  Ij 
accompanied  by  a certificate  showing  that  the  applicant  can,  in  fact,  see  the  statutor,  | 
distance.  There  are  a large  number  of  drivers  on  our  roads  today  who  are  unable  to  f 

see  sufficiently  clearly  for  safe  driving.  In  addition,  persons  who  have  perfectly  ! 

normal  visual  acuity  may  have  very  poor  ni^t  vision  and  they  should  be  aware  of  this  ' 
fact.  They  should  also  be  aware  if  they  have  a defect  of  colour  vision.  The  motor 
car  has  brought  great  benefit  to  man  but,  at  the  same  time,  has  changed  the  pattern 
of  his  life  considerably.  Now  we  tend  to  use  our  cars  for  every  journey  no  matter 
how  short,  frequently  moving  from  shop  to  shop  rather  than  walk.  This  increasing  lack  j 
of  exercise  undoubtedly  has  an  adverse  effect  on  health,  \

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SECTION  B 


Seneral  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  tht  Area 

Somerset  Coimty  Council  are  the  local  health  authority  and  provide  and 
administer  the  general  health  services  in  the  Borougho 

Existing  clinics  continued  to  be  well  supportedo  The  demand  for  speech 
therapy  was  such  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  nineteen  children  on 
the  waiting  list. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  Family  Planning  Association  to  use  the 
Clinic  for  one  session  a week  on  Thursday  evenings. 

Details  of  the  school  medical  inspection  I carried  out  in  the  town  during 
1967  are  given  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2, 

In  common  with  other  parts  of  the  country,  there  was  an  increased  demand 
for  a play  group.  Before  they  can  be  established  they  have  to  register  under 
the  Nurseries  and  Child-Minders  Regulations  Act,  1948.  I inspect  premises  and 
check  that  the  facilities  are  satisfactory  and  this  was  the  case  before  the  play 
group  opened  in  the  Congregational  School  Room*  It  conaneneed  operations  in 
September  and  is  open  every  morning  of  the  week  from  Monday  to  Friday.  It 
proved  a considerable  help  to  mothers  and  was  extremely  well  supported. 


SECTION  C 

Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Diseases 

Details  of  Infectious  diseases  notified  to  me  during  I987  ar*  shown  in 
Appendix  C,  Table  1.  Apart  from  some  cases  of  measles  and  one  case  of 
tuberculosis,  no  other  infectious  disease  was  notified  to  me* 

Routine  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  using 
Trivaux  vaccine  continued  in  the  clinic  and  by  general  practitioners*  Oral 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  administered  at  the  same  time  or  as  a separate  course. 
¥accination  against  smallpox  continued.  Details  of  these  procedures  are  not 
available  this  year.  The  County  Council  Health  Department  are  anxious  to 
administer  all  immunisations  with  the  help  of  a computer  now  installed  in 
Countv  and  at  the  end  ©f  19^7  the  gradual  changeover  process  ijas  taking 

place £ When  this  has  been  completed  no  doubt  detailed  figures  will  be 
readilj  ^’/ailable, 

I carried  out  my  L.C.C.  vaccination  programme  against  tuberculosis  in  the 
Spring.  Children  born  in  .1956  were  those  offered  vaccination.  At  the  Chard 
Secondary  Modem  School  I vaccinated  II4  children  and  seven  were  found  to  be 
positive  to  the  skin  test  and  these  were  referred  to  the  chest  physician  for 
investigation.  At  St,  Cilda's  Convent  I vaccinated  nineteen  and  at  Chard 
School  eight  children. 

Arrangements  for  the  examination  of  cervical  smears  for  early  detection 
of  cancer  of  the  cervic  came  into  operation  in  early  1967*  All  general 
practitioners  were  asked  to  undertake  this  work  hut  where  they  indicated  they 
did  not  wish  to  do  so  the  County  Council  made  alternative  arrangements. 

The  Mass  Radiography  service  visited  the  town  in  Septenrber*  Details  of 
their  visits  are  shown  in  Appendix  C,  Table  2.  No  activw  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  detected  but  a number  of  other  abnormalities  were  found  on 
X“Ray  and  notified  to  the  private  practitioners  coneemwdo  The  total  number 
of  persons  attending  (1,064)  was  up  on  the  previous  visit. 

The  usual  annual  appeal  for  blood  donors  was  made  and  a record  number  of 
166  donors  responded  which  was  very  satisfactory  indeed.

EBviTQflmental  Health  Services 


A»  Sanitayy  CirGumstartces 

Climatiis  Conditions  19^7  was  an  average  year  with  no  particularly 
severe  weather  with  the  exception  of  some  heavy  rainfall  in  July;  42.5  inches 
of  rain  fell  in  the  year,  and  of  that  4.4  inches  fell  in  July.  la  one 
particular  twen'ty^four  hours  there  was  a rainfall  of  3*14  inches,  2.42  inches 
of  this  fell  in  one  hour  and  the  Meteoroligical  Office  classify  this  as  very 
rare.  It  caused  some  flooding  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  town. 

Water  Supply  The  water  supply  form  the  Wessex  Water  Board  was  generally 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  I received  reports  from  their  laboratory 
on  twentythree  samples  taken  in  the  town  and  all  were  satisfactory.  The  Health 
Department  took  a further  eighteen  samples  which  they  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  and  all  uomplied  with  the  necessary  standard. 

Following  the  issue  of  the  Ministry  circular  concerning  the  use  ©f 
gathering  ground  for  recreational  purposes,  the  Council  suggested  to ■ the  Board 
that  Crowshute  could  be  so  used  but  the  Wessex  Water  Board  refused  to  agree. 

So  far  none  of  the  Wessex  Water  Board  supplies  are  fluoridatAd« 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal  The  extensions  to  the  sewerage  works  were 
completed  during  the  year  and  there  was  some  is^ovaBant  in  tha.  standard  of 
effluents  However',  all  samples  did  not  reach  the  River  Board  standard  of 
15/15.  When  the  effluent  was  discharged  over  a grass  meadow  before  final 
discharge  there  was  a significant  improvement.  The  trade  ef fluent . f roar  ttee 
abattoir  is  one  serious  source  of  difficulty.  Blood  f rom  p<i^  bailing 

unit  goes  straight  into  the  sewer  and  frequently  animal  offal  reached  the  works. 
This  matter  was  under  active  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  heavy  rains  in  July  flooded  the  works  but  did  no  permanent  damage. 

Refuse  Collection  The  Council  give  a weekly  kerbside  eollectioxL  using 
their  own  labour  and  trade  refuse  is  also  accepted.  Following  receipt  in 
July  ®f  the  report  ©f  the  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Collection  the  Public  Health 
Committee  considered  the  possibility  of  introducing  a paper  bag  system  and 
finally  it  was  decided  to  initiate  a pilot  scheme  for  Millfield,  Old  Town  and 
Halcomb,  and  certain  places  where  access  for  the  vehicle  is  difficult. 

Public  Conveniences  The  Council  continued  to  maintain  the  conveniences 
in  a satisfactory  condition  but  they  were  hampered  by  persistant  vandalism, 
particularly  at  the  Recreation  Ground.  Boden  Street  conveniences  were 
severely  damaged  in  January  but  subsequently  the  culprits  were  convicted,

Rodent  Control  One  part-time  rodent  operator  is  employed.  Apart  from 
routine  test  baiting  and  treatment  of  Council  property,  he  carried  out  work 
on  private  dwellings  on  request. 

Swimming  Baths  Chard  School  and  Holyrood  Secondary  Modem  School  have 
swimming  baths.  The  latter  is  lent  out  of  school  hours  to  certain  .organisations 
The  staff  of  both  schools  deal  with,  ehlorinatioiio

The  Public  Health  Inspector  carried  out  inspections,  details  of  which 
are  shown  in  Appendix  D,  Table  3.  .

The  det^ls  given  in  Appendix  D,  Table  2.  are  very  fid.1  indeed  and 
obviously  comment  cannot  be  made  on  every  aspect  of  them« 

The  Cqi^neil  built  ninety- two  houses  during  the  year  and  twenty-'ttiree 
were  in  the  course  of  construction  while  private  builders  c<»ipleted  sixty- 
seven  houses  anda  furUier  ninety-nine  were  in  the  course  of  erectloB. 

Although  there  were  350  applicants  for  re-housing  at  the  end  of  the  year,  liO 
wished  to  be  allocated  old  peoples  dwellings  and  there  were  only  forty  cases 
■ ' which  were  considered  urgent <, 

Ec  Caravan  Sites 


There  is  one  licensed  caravan  site,  one  being  closed  during  the  year,  ' 

Fo  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Pood 

Milk  There  are  three  registered  distributors  and  three  registered  dairy 
premises  in  the  town.  All  milk  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
Health  Department,  Apart  from  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk  samples  are 
examined  for  the  presence  of  brucella  abortus. 

Ice  Cream  There  is  one  manuf acturer/retailer  and  thirty  premises  are 
registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream.  thirty- three  samples.. were 

submitted  for  examination,  three  were  placed  in  G-rade  2 and  the  remainder  in 
G-rade  1« 

Meat  A further  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the 
abattoir  placed  a heavy  burden  on  ther  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Meat  Inspector: 
2,236  hours  were  spent  on  meat  inspection  during  the  year.  In  an. endeavour  te 
relieve  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  some  of  this  heavy  work  the  Committee 
considered  the  appointment  of  a trainee  authorised  meat  inspeetor.  However, 
the  abattoir  owners  zefused  to  agree  to  his  training  at  their  premises  and..st, 
the  end  of  the.  year  the  Committee  decided  to  make  a joint  appointment  with  a 
neighbouring  authozd^ty  of  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Details  of  the  inspections  are  shown  in  Appendix  D,  Table  4 . 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  of  unpleasant  odour  emanating  from  the 
abattoir.  This  was  mainly  due  to  decomposing  blood  and  was  most  noticable  when 
the  blood  pit  was  being  emptied.  The  Company  were  approached  on  many  occasions 
concerning  these  complaints  and  finally  the  Coxincil  were  reluctantly  forced  to 
prosecute  in  order  to  secure  compliance  with  their  requests. 

Food.  Hygiene  Begulations.  Thirty  - four  visits  to  food  premises  and 
fourteen  to  food  stalls  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  There  are 
a total  number  of  sixty-eight  registered  premises,  fifty-one  of  which  comply 
with  Regulation  I9  of  these  Regulations, 

G-.  Nuisances 


The  Public  Health  Inspector  received  many  compl ai  nta  of  varying  type 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  promptly  investigated.  The  renewal  of  annual 
licences  under  Petroleum  Regulations,  Explosive  Act,  Slaughter  of  Animals  and  Pet 
Animals  Acts,  required  a large  number  of  visits  and  the  issue  of  fifty-one 
licences.
